2 iNDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PGT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCI. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
An expandable intravascular medical device, comprisi ng (see figs. 3-5) : 

a tubular body including an integrated, electrically conductive* resilient support structure 
(4QA, 40B) that forms a plurality of electrically conductive regions, the tubular body further 
including at least one electrically insulalive element disposed between the conductive regions 
(see column 4, lines 17424,); and 

at least one lead (38) electrically coupled to at least one of the conductive regions. 

2.2 For the sake of completeness, it is pointed out that also the teaching of e g, 
documents D2 (see figs. 4, 5) and P7 (see fig. 1) take away the novelty {Article 33(2) PGT) 
of claim 1. 

3 CLAIMS2^41 

Independent claims 12, 18, 22, 31, 37 and dependent claims 2-11, 13-17* 19-21, 23-30* 32- 
36, 38-41 do not contain any features which, in combination with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the requirements of the PGT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step 
(Article 33(2) and (3) PGT), because their features are either already disclosed in documents 
DT-D7 (reference is made to the passages cited in the international search report), or because 
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their features are a norma) optio n for a ski lied person. 
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
